Homeowners, SOS Win 
Battle Over Rezoning 


After several meetings with Save 
Open Spaces (SOS) and the Rustic 
P ark 
H om eow ners 
A ssociation 
(RPHA), developer Tony Harwath 
has w ithdraw n his request 
for 
rezoning to retail use the property on 
the northwest corner of Custer Road 
and FM 544. 
The property is presently zoned for 
office and townhouse use. Harwath 
had previously subm itted a request to 
change that zoning to retail 
but 


organized opposition from SOS and 
RPHA persuaded the landowner to 
withdraw the request. 


Both 
organizations 
ex p ressed 
unanimous opposition to the proposed 
retail zoning. SOS hoped that trees on 
the property would be saved while 
members of the RPHA said they had 
purchased their homes believing an 
office complex was to be built on the 
property.

Voters approved the sale of the 
alcoholic beverages for off premise 
consumption last month by a count of 
5,791 to 4,464.

Rookies Learn to Deal With People

Editor’s Note: This is the fourth in a 
series of five articles about 
the 
making of a police officer. 
Ken 
Presley was chosen at random as the 
focus of the series, although the story 
is basically the sam e as that of five 
other rookies—Nina Stewart, Linda 
Jackson, Steve Kerr, Andy Step- 
chinski and M ark Stamm—who 
became officers with Presley. 
Months of waiting and working go 
into becoming a police officer. 
In Plano, the last step of the drawn- 
out process is riding with an ex­ 
perienced officer. The officer has a 
vested interest in the training of a 
rookie—one day he may have to 
depend on him. 
Officer Mike Stephens, who was 
selected to give Ken Presley his final 
orientation, believes that rookies need 
training officers to teach them how to 
deal with people. 
“ Every officer that graduates from 
the academy has basic knowledge,” 
he points out. “ but they know nothing 
about the street—people. It’s almost 
impossible to teach in class how- to 
react to an emergency call. 
“ The 
academ y 
can 
sim ulate 
problems, but here it’s for real,” 
Stephens 
em phasizes. 
“ T h ey 're 
turning out a fine group of officers and 
I wouldn’t have any problem working 
with any one of them, but all officers 
are hesitant when they come out. 
“They're unsure of themselves,” he 
adds. “We have to overcome that. An 
officer must be able to make a 
decision and stand by it. Once he 
m akes a decision on a situation, 
everything falls into place.” 
Stephens adm its that many officers 
are ready to be on their ow n after four 
or five weeks, but they are kept a full 
six weeks with a training officer to 
make sure 


During the first two weeks, Presley 
rode with Stephens, but 
the ex­ 
perienced officer handled all the calls. 
Afterwards, Presley and Stephens 
discussed what happened and what 
could have happened if Stephens had 
taken an o th er approach to the 
problem. 
y 
As soon as Stephens realized that 
Presley was going to be all right, he 
allowed the rookie to drive and handle 
certain calls. 


As Presley’s confidence grew, so 
did his responsibilities. During the 
last few weeks of his training, the 
situation was reversed with Presley 
handling all the calls and Stephens 
observing. 
Stephens gave Presley a 
basic 
evaluation after riding with him for 
two weeks and then updated the 
evaluation with a weekly rating on 
such subjects as contact with the 
public, personal cleanliness, driving, 
emergency situation reaction and 
report writing. 
Patrol Lieutenant Johnny Mock, 
who reviews 
those reports, 
asks 
training officers to concentrate on 
attitude. If a problem shows up in the 
weekly report, it is taken care of 
immediately. 


“ The training officer works with the 
rookie on city ordinances, general 
orders and the Penal Code,” Mock 
says, “ but my number one thing is 
courtesy to the public—that goes 
along with attitude. 
“We ask the training officer to keep 
a close check on attitude.” he con­ 
tinues. “ We want to see how he 
responds to situations How he ac­ 
cepts us as a department and the 
public—he’s working with them .” 
Stephens agrees that an officer's 
m anner of dealing with the public is 
crucial 


“All the power an officer has is in 
the citizens and himself,” Stephens 
stresses. 
“ We 
have 
to 
show 
professionalism at all times or we ruin 
the image and make it that much 


harder for the next officer to do his 
job. 
“ I’ve tried to teach Ken to use his 
authority to his advantage,” he adds. 
“ You can’t be afraid to tell someone 
,G. ... 


what to do A lot of people don’t know 
what to do when they’re stopped and 
they don’t realize what effect their 
actions sometimes have on us.” 
Presley says he is grateful for the

opportunity of riding with a training 
officer, 
because 
he 
believes 
the 
experience he has gained will “keep 
someone from getting hurt.” 
“ A bad approach is the easiest way 
to get hurt,” he asserts. “ Our calls 
have been pretty routine, but family 
distu rb an ces 
a re 
potentially 
dangerous an y tim e —especially if 
you’re not sure what position to take 


“ Mike has shown me the powers of 
an officer in day to day situations,” he 
continues. “ He has taught me what I 
can do to legitimately exercise that 
authority on the streets ” 
The training period allows a new 
officer to get a taste of what it’s like on 
his own with the reassurance of a 
close back-up 


“ The only way,” Stephens believes. 
“ is to make an officer do things 
him self 
Ken’s done real 
well, 
although I ve had to step in at times 
Mostly, I let him do things as he would 
normally if I weren’t around If I think 
he could have done it better, we talk 
about it later 


“ I enjoy being a training officer, 
because Ken’s questions m ake me go 
back over everything I ve learned,” 
he notes “Sometimes I have to go 
back and dig out the information 
because it s a question I'd never 
asked 
Also, 
in 
a 
discussion 
sometimes we may find a different 
solution that works better than the 
way I would have handled it 
“ Ken s going to make a good of­ 
ficer,” Stephens states flatly. “ I had 
no doubt after the first week You can 
normally tell pretty quickly whether 
someone is slow or if he’s going to 
make it ” 
Stephens was right— Presley made 
it He's now working the day shift—on 
his own

Most people know carbon

odorless, 
tasteless 
and 
colorless gas

from automobiles—and that 
it can kill you. 
They forget, however, that 
the same carbon monoxide 
can also be by-product of a 
roaring fire in your fireplace 
or a heating unit in your 
home, 
says 
the 
Texas 
Department of Health. 
“ It’s really a year-round 
threat, 
but 
the 
most 
hazardous time is during the 
cold months when homes 
and businesses are closed up 
tightly against the weather,” 
said 
Horace F. 
Adrian, 
engineer-administrator with 
the Occupational Health and 
Radiation Division. 
“ In closed-up areas, you 
can’t depend on leaks around 
doors or windows to bring in 
fresh air. 
“ In places with a source of 
carbon monoxide, you've got 
to introduce fresh air con­ 
stantly to keep up a positive 
pressure so stale air will be 
pushed out of the building 
through ventilators,” he 
said. 
The first northers of the 
fall 
have 
brought 
cold 
weather to Texas, and it is 
cold enough in many parts of 
the state for heating units 
and gas stoves to be brought 
back into use again. 
Every owner of a new 
home 
should 
have 
the 
heating system checked by a 
skilled m aintenance man 
before turning on the heat. 
Older homes may need an 
annual check also. 
“ Too many cases have 
been 
found of faulty in­ 
stallations, 
either 
in 
the 
heating unit itself or in duck 
work,” said Adrain. “ If the 
testing isn’t done correctly, 
a burner may not operate at 
full capacity and it will give 
off excess amounts of carbon 
monoxide. 
M any 
deaths 
have occurred in Texas from 
seemingly small mistakes.” 
With Texas beginning its 
fall and w inter hunting 
season, hunters should check

ventilation in their stoves 
and 
should 
examine 
smokestacks and chimneys 
to be sure 
they 
aren't 
blocked up Birds or animals 
could be nesting in them. 
Of special 
concern to 
health and safety experts 
are the catalytic heaters and 
other unvented heaters used 
in tents and campers. They 
can and do produce deadly 
carbon monoxide fumes 
Several deaths occurred in 
Texas last year during ex­ 
tremely cold weather when 
hunters left 
fires burning 
overnight. 


In some air conditioned 
warehouses where gasoline- 
powered forklifts are used to 
move 
heavy 
m aterials, 
carbon monoxide has been 
found at dangerous levels. 
This same problem has been 
found in garages, both in 
summer and winter, when 
automobile motors are left 
running for tests. 


Enclosed parking garages 
and drive-in banks also have 
proved to 
be sources of 
trouble. In times of rush- 
hours 
tra ffic, 
carbon 
monoxide levels have been 
found to increase drastically 
at street levels. 


What can you do to protect 
your home? 
First, 
m ake 
sure 
the 
damper 
is 
open 
before 
lighting your fireplace. Have 
you gas refrigerator ser­ 
vice-checked annually even 
though newer models have 
improved control systems. 


All furnaces, regardless of 
fuel type, should be checked 
and properly vented to the 
outside. Combustion-cha­ 
mber leakage is a serious 
hazard, particularly if the 
heating unit is old. 
All individual room-type 
gas 
heating 
equipment 
should be vented. Don’t use 
your gas cooking range for 
heating either, safety ex­ 
perts say. 


Automobiles and trucks, 
as well as other gasoline

It took awhile but the House and Senate finally have 
agreed on a bill to delay any ban on saccharin for 18 
months. 
The compromise bill requires a 15-month study of 
saccharin by the Food and Drug Administration to 
determine if the risks of banning it outweigh the 
benefits. 
The curious part of the bill is that it will require this 
warning label be put on all products containing the 
artificial sweetener: 
“Use of this product may be hazardous to your 
health This product contains saccharin, which has 
been determ ined to cause cancer in laboratory 
anim als.” 
A test, made in Canada, has been challenged by the 
soft drink industry and others They maintain that a 
person would have to drink at least 800 cans of diet soft 
drink a day to get the same amount of saccharin fed to 
the rats in the Canadian test. 
Whether this claim is true or not, the fact rem ains 
that the proposed ban was based on a test made in 
another country under conditions beyond the control of 
our government 
There should be standard testing procedures to 
determine the safety of products under question. And 
such tests should be carried out in this country. 
When the health of millions of Americans and billions 
of dollars in revenues are at stake, it is irresponsible to 
try to make judgments based upon studies carried out 
in 
foreign 
countries 
using 
methods 
that 
are 
questionable, to say the least

Who says the House and Senate can’t get their 
respective acts together0 The two houses of Congress 
did it last week, coming up with a sensible and 
responsible compromise in the last saccharin con­ 
troversy 
The m atter has been hanging fire now for weeks, as 
the congressmen agonized over just how the govern­ 
ment should react to the findings of Canadian 
researchers that regular doses of the artificial 
sweetener produced bladder cancer in mice. At first, 
the federal Food and Drug Administration announced 
it would ban saccharin forthwith — an action wich the 
agency had no choice but to take, given the terms of the 
statutes under which it operates This prompted im ­ 
passioned protests from diabetics, weight watchers and 
others who have come to rely on the sweetener — and. 
not incidentally, dumped a hot issue squarely in 
Congress’ lap. 
Well, lo and behold, after much debate and con­ 
siderable soul-searching, the House and Senate have 
reached an agreem ent: The FDA will be forbidden to 
enforce a saccharin ban for the next 18 months in order 


that researchers may gather more data on its harmful 
effects, whatever they turn out to be. Meanwhile, 
producers of foods and beverages using saccharin will 
be required to place labels on their containers in­ 
dicating the possible health hazard entailed in its use. 
This in our opinion is a judicious approach to the 
question It precludes overhasty action, yet does not 
seek to paper over the legitimate questions raised 
about saccharin's potential danger. Final House and 
Senate passage will be required, but there seems little 
danger that the compromise will be derailed. On the 
whole, both houses deserve credit for their level­ 
headed handling of a touchy issue.”

Speculative plans for sowing life’s seeds far across the 
universe, millions and billions of miles away, were 
presented recently at a meeting at MIT of the Division 
for Planetary Sciences of the American Astronomical 
Society. “Star W ars” fans take note. 
A Rockefeller University scientist suggested that by 
means of near-future technology, spacecrafts could 
carry thousands of living cells in thousands of tiny 
capsules. They would be ejected when the craft 
reached its target star, falling on the surface of 
surrounding planets. There, according to the scheme. 


they would multiply and flourish. The scientist 
referred to his proposal as the Pansperm ia ex­ 
periment. It has an engaging ring. 
The proposal, designed to affect natural history on a 
universal scale, also sounds too macho for words. 
Sowing the universe with life’s seeds may have its 
points by providing more extensive habitats for living 
matter. But w e’d do better to put our act together, to 
tidy up the beach here on Mother E arth first. If there is 
life on other planets, why mess up theirs as well?

It means too 
special interests again will be the m ajor factor iii 
underwriting the costs of electing lawmakers who are 
bound to be grateful in some way for the favors. 
There had been hope the success of public financing 
of the 1976 presidential campaign would encourage 
Congress to extend the program to its own races. But 
incumbents apparently find it difficult to approve 
legislation that would provide funds to help opponents 
try to unseat them. 
Vice President Walter Mondale has said public 
financing “ is the most fundamental and important 
reform that we can adopt in this decade. At stake is 
nothing less than the integrity of our political system 
and the kind of quality government we are going to 
have in this country.” 
As yet, the elected representatives of the American 
people are not convinced.

But. before you 
set out on a jaunt, here are 
things to think about.

It 
has advice on clothing, map 
reading, dangers to watch 
out for. and some first aid 
advice.

Before you go, tell a friend 
your planned route of travel.

What you wear and the 
equipment you take is very 
important. 
Layers 
of 
clothing you can adjust to 
the weather are best. Be 
sure to pack matches in a 
waterproof container, a 
candle, high-energy food, a 
plastic tarp, a signal mirror, 
and a first aid kit. 
When you set out on your 
venture, keep in mind that 
cold weather can set in 
suddenly and unexpectedly, 
and that prolonged exposure 
to the cold can kill a person. 
In 
cold 
w eather, 
the 
minute you begin to lose heat 
faster 
than 
your 
body 
produces it, you are un­ 
dergoing exposure. Two 


things happen: you volun­ 
tarily exercise to stay warm, 
and your body makes in­ 
voluntary adjustm ents to 
preserve 
normal 
tem ­ 
perature in the vital organs. 
Both 
of 
these 
body 
responses drain your energy 
reserves. The only way to 
stop the drain is to reduce 
the degree of exposure. 
If exposure continues until 
your energy reserves are 
exhausted, the cold will 
affect your brain, depriving 
you 
of 
judgment 
and 
reasoning power. 
This serious condition is 
called hypothermia. And you 
won't even be aware that it’s 
h a p p e n i n g 
M o s t 
hypothermia cases develop 
in air temperatures between 
30 and 50 degrees. Many 
outdoors enthusiasts simply 
can't 
believe 
these 
tem­ 
peratures can be dangerous. 
But they can. And the results 
could be fatal. 
One way to defend against 
hypothermia is to stay dry. 
When clothes get wet, they 
lose about 90 percent of their 
insulating value. 
Choose rainclothes 
that 
are proofed against wind- 
driven rain and Jhat cover 
the head, neck, body and 
legs. Before you go, test your 
rain 
gear 
under a 
cold 
shower 
to 
check 
the 
protective coating. 
Take woolen clothing to 
keep warm 
— 
two-piece 
woolen underwear, or long 
wool pants and sweater or 
shirt. Include a knit cap that 


can protect neck and chin. 
Know when to quit. There 
are times when it’s better to 
give up reaching the peak or 
getting the fish or whatever 
you had in mind.

DEAR DR. GREENSTO NE, Last week, I found my son 
masturbating. I was mad at him and sent him to his room. 
What should be done now ? Such behavior seems unnatural to 
me, but I don't know w hat to do about it. 
DEAR R EA D ER , Masturbatory activity in both males 
and females at almost all levels of development is seen, and 
is usually quite within the boundaries of acceptable 
behavior. Masturbation serves as a tension release, and as 
such may take various forms depending on the child’s age. 
In no way is such behavior weird or unnatural. It is not in­ 
dicative of sexual or non-sexual perversion. It is a natural 
desire, and usually a pleasurable experience. 
Contrary to the many myths that have developed con­ 
cerning the harmful effects of masturbation, none have ever 
been demonstrated as being related. Most of the difficulty 
generated by masturbation, especially genital mastur­ 
bation, as it may occur in many forms, happens due to our 
own uneasiness with such activity, and the resultant guilt 
that we attempt to instil in our children. Emotional problems 
relating to masturbation are seen for these reasons rather 
than due to the actual masturbatory activity. 
To be most helpful, avoid ridiculing your son for what is, in 
fact, a “ normal” desire and activity. Do not try to avoid the 
feelings that you may be experiencing by trying to produce 
guilt in him. Myths and “ old wives tales” about warts, 
mental derangement and the like should be avoided com­ 
pletely. There is nothing wrong with sharing your feelings 
about masturbation with your son, but get and share the 
facts with him also. Openness and frankness are important 
by-words. The desire to masturbate and to relieve tension, 
be it sexual or otherwise, is a feeling experienced by most. 
Men, and probably most women, have masturbated at some 
time in their lives. Such a realization can be freeing rather 
than 
guilt-producing. 
While 
genital 
masturbation 
is 
generally seen in the middle-childhood years or during 
adolescence, it is no less appropriate during adulthood. 
Contrary to many misconceptions, such activity by men and 
women, boys and girls may be more helpful than harmful. 


The opportunity for per­ 
sonal growth was a major 
motive in joining the Peace 
Corps 
for 79 percent 
of 
respondents in a recent 
survey about the returned 
volunteers. 
A poor job market at home 
motivated only eight percent 
of former volunteers. 
The study was prepared by 
consultant E A. Winslow “ to 
provide an accounting to the 
American public of how the 
volunteers feel about Peace 
Corps. 
“ The last major survey of 
returned volunteers was 
conducted by Louis Harris 
more than ten years ago. 
Sixty-five percent of the 
returned 
Peace 
Corps 
volunteers 
considered 
helping others as their main 
reason for joining, but only 
46 percent of them felt they 
had succeeded 
From 
a 
list 
of 
2,152 
recently returned volun­ 
teers, 201 were selected for 
the study. Of these, 92 
percent 
have no 
regrets 
about joining the Peace 
Corps and would do it again. 
When asked to compare 
themselves with the first 
generation of Peace Corps, a 
majority felt that volunteers 
of the 60’s were idealistic 
and those of the 70’s more 
realistic. 


Many 
saw

generation as somewhat 
rigid 
and 
immature. 
By 
contrast, 
they saw 
the 
second generation as more 
pragmatic 
and 
work- 
oriented, technically more 
skilled and competent. 
The study disclosed that 
volunteers were content with

D EAR BOB: For the past 
several years I have been 
working as a social worker 
in 
low' 
income 
neigh­ 
borhoods. I have found that 
most poor people are not 
concerned 
about 
en­ 
vironmental 
problems. 
In 
fact, they actually criticize 
th e 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
movement, 
saying 
that 
ecologyls irrelevant to their 
needs. From what I ’ve seen, 
I would have to agree with 
them. 
Many of them do not know 
where their next paycheck is 
coming from or even if their 
children will have enough to 
eat for supper. They have to 
live 
with 
inadequate 
housing, health care, and 
education, as well as the 
burden of prejudice. How 
can you expect poor people 
to 
be 
concerned 
about

have shown that low income 


families are exposed to 
much worse environmental 
conditions than families with 
higher incomes. Poor people 
in the city are often forced to 
live near industries or near 
highways, where pollution 
levels are the highest. They 
usually live in overcrowded 
neighborhoods where crime 
rates 
are 
high 
and 
inadequate sanitation ser­ 
vices cause infestations of 
rats and other disease- 
carrying pests. And they 
often do not have easy ac­ 
cess to parks and other 
recreational areas. 
Environmental 
problems 
are just as severe for people 
who live outside the city. 
Farm workers, for example, 
often come into contact with 
high 
concentrations 
of 
pesticides. A study in 1970 
found that levels of DDT in 
the children of field workers 
were 2 to 3 times higher than 
in other children in the area. 
According to the U.S. 
Census Bureau (1970), about 
14 percent of the people in 
Collin County are living

attitude expressed by some 
blacks in my sociology class. 
we were discussing the 
world's 
overpopulation 
problem and solutions for 
controlling 
population 
growth. A group of out­ 
spoken blacks attacked the 
idea of 
family 
planning, 
saying that birth control is 
another white man’s trick to 
keep the number of black 
people low. 
They feel that the only way 
for them to overcome the 
prejudice associated 
with 
being a minority is to in­ 
crease their numbers. This 
attitude 
surprises 
me 
because it ignores the fact 
that many of the problems in 
a black community are 
related to there being too 
many people. Is this attitude 
common among blacks? 
D EA R R E A D E R : 
The 
discussions I have had with 
blacks about their attitudes 
toward 
“ racial 
genocide’’ 
indicate to me that most 
blacks do not believe as your 
classmates do. The ones I 
have found that do feel this 
way are the more politically- 
oritented blacks who believe 
that power in America is 
muscle power or number 
power. It was this resent­ 
ment 
of the population 
movement 
that 
caused 
militant blacks to burn down 
a family planning center in 
Cleveland, Ohio in the late 
1960’s. 
Many blacks have in­ 
dicated to me that they fully 
realize that adding to the 
number of people in their 
family and community in-/ 
creases,

than 
decreases, their problems. 
This realization is expressed 
very well in a statement by 
Mary Treadwell, executive 
director of a black self-help 
organization in Washington

Texas's hold on third place 
in the national travel m arket 
was short lived, the U.S. 
T ravel D ata C enter has 
disclosed in releasing its 1976 
estimates of national travel 
spending 
Despite a 14 percent in­ 
crease to $6.1 billion in travel 
receipts last year the Center 
said that Texas, which had 
moved ahead of New York in 
1975, 
lost 
its

position to the Em pire State 
in 1976.

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Idea Gives New Life to Farm Land 


CONYERS, Ga (UPI) 
To 80-year-old Ed Holmes, 
the prettiest word in the 
English 
language 
is 
“ loblolly ” 
That is the name of a pine 
tree variety which flourishes 
in the red soil of the South 
Holmes 
has 
planted 
thousands of them in East 
Georgia and played a big 
role in reforesting millions of 
acres of idle land across the 
nation 
He is known as “ the tree 


man." a top conservationist 
and the leading force behind 
this country’s biggest tree- 
planting effort 
In the twilight of his active 
life. Holmes still runs his 
seed and fertilizer business 
from a rambling I OO-year- 
old weatherbeaten building 
in Conyers 
He apparently 
has 
not 
given 
much 
thought 
to 
retiring 
He has had a 
lifelong interest in dairying 
and right now is working on 


a new mechanical device to 
improve the technique of 
milking cows employed by 
large dairies 
Twenty-three years ago. in 
1954, the efficiency of the 
American farmer resulted in 
huge agricultural surpluses 
of cotton, corn, wheat and 
other 
crops 
Congress 
passed laws taking more 
land out of production to 
combat the surplus. 
To Holmes, a graduate of 
the University of Georgia 


School of Agriculture, the 
millions of acres of non­ 
producing 
land 
were 
a 
waste 
“ I was riding down the 
road one day," Holmes said, 
“ passing all those empty 
fields. 
“ It won't look good to non- 
farmers, 
to 
see 
fields 
growing up in weeds,” he 
recalled 
Holmes decided on 
the 
spot to contact then Georgia 
Gov Herman Talmadge and 


Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Benson about a plan to plant 
pine seedlings on the idle 
land. 
“ I 
figured the 
nation 
needed 
lumber 
and 
that 
trees were one thing that 
wouldn't add to the sur­ 
pluses.” 
Sometime later, Holmes 
got a letter from Benson 
saying that his pine seedling 
program would be presented 
to Congress for legislation. 
He also got letters from 


Talmadge thanking him. 
Under the legislation as 
adopted, farmers were paid 
$10 per acre per year for a 
maximum of IO years to put 
their idle land in pine trees. 
They were given three years 
to get the trees planted. 
“ It was a voluntary pro­ 
gram,” 
said 
Holmes. 
‘‘Farm ers 
got 
their 
seedlings from state forestry 
commissions. 
They didn't 
cost much, about $3 per 
thousand. It doesn't take but 


a year to grow them.” 
Trees on the unused land 
guaranteed that it could not 
again be row-cropped for a 
long period of time; the trees 
gave the farmer an income, 
and the land would be used 
but still allowed to rest and 
recover from over-planting. 
“ Trees build the soil.” said 
Holmes. “ Pine needles form 
a blanket all over the soil. 
They sort of intertwine with 
one another.” 
Standing in a grove of 20- 


year-old pine trees while 
talking. Holmes reached 
down 
and scooped up a 
handful of black loam, soil 
that had built up under a bed 
of pine needles 
Before the program ended, 
30 million acres of idle land 
were planted in pine trees in 
the various states. 
The 
project cost $300 million per 
year but Holmes estimates it 
produced about $3 for every 
$1 of cost through timber 
sales.

For wreath bases, she 
either buys styrofoam rings 
at a stationery and party 
goods store or cuts her own 
from 
corrugated 
boxes 
thrown 
away 
by 
retail 
stores. 
Mrs. Ames is a catalog 
assistant in the botanical 
garden library. She said her 
classes grew out of a hobby 
she learned more than 15 
years ago from a suburban 
garden club member. She 
and her husband, a com­ 
m ercial 
artist, 
live 
in 
Yonkers. 
As she talked, she showed 


this reporter and a photogra­ 
pher how to make a wreath 
on a styrofoam ring. She 
poked a tiny hole in the outer 
rim with a sharp pencil, 
squeezed a dot of white glue 
into it, and stuck in one 
scale, or petal, from a pine 
cone. “You don’t have to fill 
the hole with glue,” she said. 
The 
finished 
w reath 
contained more pine cone 
petals, dried flowers, weeds, 
beechnuts, acorns and acorn 
caps, and radish seed pods 
that look like miniature 
dried green beans. All were 
held together with dots of 
white glue. Any brand that 
dries colorless is suitable. 


The 
possibilities 
for 
materials are almost en­ 
dless, Mrs. Ames added. 
Goldenrod 
and 
baby’s 
breath, for example, or any 
flowers that dry on their 
stalks. 
Or you can use herbs and 
spices, dried whole ones 
bought at the grocery store 
and-or store-bought ones 
combined with sprigs and 
branches from plants. 
She showed us a small 
wreath decorated with whole 
nutmegs, 
To restore scent to an herb 
wreath or add scent to 
others, stick in whole cloves 
at random, she said.

Our Children

Q. I am a grandmother who 
is very concerned about a sit­ 
uation that affects two of my 
grandchildren. They act so 
worried because two deaths 
have come to close family 
members. 
Now they wonder whether 
something will happen to 
their parents and grandpar­ 
ents. They are 9 and ll years 
old. 
This is so serious to them, 
and I don’t want to do or say 
the wrong thing. 
A. You raise a difficult 
problem, but at the age of 
your grandchildren, honesty 
and directness seem to be 
called for. They obviously are 
the correct approach with all 
children under practically all 
circumstances, but espe­ 
cially in regard to an issue 
like the one you brought up. 


All living things and all 
people die someday; children 
learn that, but it may be good 
for someone close to them to 
say so. The fortunate part, 
they can be told, is that such 
events concerning people are 
usually a long way off in the 
future. 
Each of us has lost some­ 
body, and we adjust and sur­ 
vive. It is sad, but we are able 
to do so. So will they. It is also 
completely normal for each 
of us to be upset when it hap­ 
pens. The accompanying fac­ 
tor that is so important is that 
the people they love should 
not dwell on the subject. 
Adults who are close rela­ 
tives have to try to provide 
security, an emphasis on 
other factors in their and 
their children’s daily lives, 
humor related to those other 
factors, and calm attitude 
that will avoid anxiety in the 
youngsters about their own 
future. 
Neither the emotions the 
adults feel toward a death in 
the family nor discussion of 
the 
subject 
should 
be 
avoided. Both are appro­ 
priate, if kept within reason­ 
able limits. 
Children often take this 
subject in stride because they 
live through it with pets and 
plants. Its transfer to people 
is a logical extension, but 


more difficult to work with 
because if affects them so 
directly and deeply.

The Visible Woman

ended her fiery sermon by 
leading the other women out 
of the church to protest 
paternalism and sexism in 
religion. 
In the Catholic church, 
birth control, divorce, and the 
ordination of women have 
continued to be topics of con­ 
cern. 
Many 
Protestant 
churches have liberalized 
their stands on these issues, 
and only the status and sub­ 
jugation of women remain a 
problem. 
Despite the uproar, many 
women are staying with their 
churches, and their reasons 
are as variable as the many 
branches of Christianity are. 
Some are simply satisfied 
with religion as they found it. 
They don’t approve of or wish 
for change. Still another seg­ 
ment hopes for reform within 
the church, but are satisfied 
that it is happening as quickly 
as can be managed. “There 
are problems,” 
admits a 
young Catholic mother from 
Pittsburgh, “but I love my 
church, it’s important to my 
life, and I won’t give it up.” 
Doris Lessing, the British 
writer, suggests that institu­ 


tions should pay more atten­ 
tion to those who leave. She 
talks about “that process of 
elimination that goes on all 
the time and which excludes, 
very early, those likely to be 
original and reforming, leav­ 
ing those attracted to a thing 
because that is what they are 
already like. A young police­ 
man leaves the force saying 
he doesn’t like what he has to 
do. A young teacher leaves 
teaching, 
his 
idealism 
snubbed. This social mecha­ 
nism goes almost unnoticed 
— yet it is as powerful as any 
in keeping our institutions 
rigid and oppressive.” 
So it has become with the 
churches. Those who aban­ 
don it allow it to remain the 
same. 
Of all the fronts on which 
women have struggled for 
equality and demanded a dif­ 
ferent way of doing things, 
the friction within the church, 
perhaps, has caused the 
deepest and most lasting pain 
for many women.

whose church has been ad­ 
mitting women to the minis­ 
try for over 85 years, but

which, in spite of that, had 
few women in the clergy, 
finally fell away from the 
church because she found it 
stifling to her personal and 
intellectual growth.

The church teaches you early 
on that it’s the laggard who 
quits. It’s never the church’s 
fault.

What does a needle do? It 
carries thread through the 
fabric. But, if that needle is 
bent, burred, dull or the 
wrong size, it can’t do its job. 
That’s why we need to keep 
an eye on our needle. For ex­ 
ample, is it the right size? 
There are three basic cate­ 
gories for needle sizes: Fine, 
Medium, and Heavy. Match 
the size of the needle to the 
weight of the fabric, and to 
the size of the thread. 
Some types of needles: 
R egular, B allpoint, Long 
Scarf, Embroidery, Leather 
Point and Twin. A “ball­ 
point” needle has a rounded 
point rather than a sharp 
point, allowing it to slip be­ 
tween the threads of the 
fabric rather than cutting its 
way through. “Long scarf” 
needles have a longer con­ 
cave depression at the eye so 
the bobbin thread has a better 
chance of hooking a stitch. 
Helps 
prevent 
skipped 
stitches. 
“Em broidery” needles are 
regular needles with a larger 
eye. “ Leather point” needles 
have a trian gular-shap ed 
point that can cut its way 
through leather, vinyl, etc. 
“Twin” needles, of course, 
are used for duo-row stitch­ 
ing. 
Now that you have the right 
size and type of needle, make 
sure it is inserted properly. 
There is a flat side and a 


curved side to the top shank 
of the needle. On the curved 
side you will find a long, nar­ 
row groove running the 
length of the needle. This is 
for passage of the thread, so 
the needle must be threaded 
from this side. 
On some machines, the 
needle is threaded from the 
front; some from the side. Be 
sure you know which way 
your needle goes.

To a vast extent, “ popular

He has gathered

new exhibit that examines a 
thousand y e a rs of “ The 
Bible in British Art.” 
From its earliest begin­ 
nings, Kauffmann said, “ the 
church needed painting and 
sculpture to illustrate the 
Bible and the lives of the 
saints.

A. You have a good idea 
and your selection of pale 
yellow carpeting is excellent 
to lighten a dark room. 
I would paint the walls a 
pale yellow, too. Walls could 
be slightly paler than the 
carpeting and the ceiling 
might be still lighter or even 
an off-white. 
If you wish to decorate your 
walls for an authentic Ameri­ 
can background, consider 
adding molding to the walls 
or adding a chair rail. 
You might select an Ameri­ 
can country print in yellow 
and white, yellow and blue or 
yellow and green (any light 
background print) that you 
could use on your bedspread 
and draperies.

Quit smoking, added weight 


who want this issue can send

Many people do have an 
urge to eat more when they 
stop smoking. My best tip is 
to drink a glass of water 
whenever you feel the urge, 
or go for a walk. The biggest 
reason why people gain 
weight after stopping smok­ 
ing is from substituting eat­ 
ing for smoking. And then 
the body thrives and uses 
food better because it is 
healthier after you quit poi­ 
soning your cells with nico­ 
tine. 
DEAR DR. LAMB—I had 
a liver biopsy, and the doc­ 
tor said I have a fatty liver. 
He didn’t give me any medi­ 
cation or tell me what to do 
to help the condition. 
I have often read that a 
fatty liver precedes cir­ 
rhosis of the liver. Is there 
anything I can do about it? I 
am not a drinking woman. 
I’m 72, and weigh 145.1 have 
had my gall bladder re­ 
moved 20 years ago, and had 
jaundice 40 years ago. 
DEAR READER—Your 
doctor didn’t recommend 
anything because he proba­ 
bly thought you were doing 
fine. Fatty deposits in the 
liver may occur from previ­ 
ous liver damage or from 
excessive alcohol consump­ 
tion, or even from eating too 
much fat and no carbohy­ 
drates, or in severe diabet­ 
ics. There are many causes 
for it. 
Yes, it can precede cir­ 
rhosis of the liver. But that is 
not always the case, either. 
You are wise not to use 
alcohol. The only other rec­ 
ommendation I would make 
would be to be sure that you 
get plenty of lean red meat 
in your diet, and your daily 
quota of B vitamins. Other­ 
wise, I would not be overly 
concerned about it.

DEAR DR. 
LAMB—I 
would like your advice. I am 
5 feet 5 and weigh 126 
pounds. That sounds fine, 
but I gained eight pounds in 
four months which all went 
on my thighs and buttocks. 
The weight gain occurred 
because I stopped smoking 
IO months ago. I had smoked 
33 years, and am quite proud 
of myself as I stopped com­ 
pletely in one day and 
haven’t had the desire since 
but I want to eat constantly. 
A month ago, I started 
walking a mile a day and put 
myself on a diet, not a crash 
diet, but a sensible one of 
1200 calories. In a month’s 
time, I put on a couple more 
pounds. A few days ago, I 
found out why. I thought that 
if a half grapefruit was good 
for you, grapefruit juice 
(unsweetened) 
would be 
even better, so everytime I 
thought about food, I would 
drink a big glass of orange 
or grapefruit juice. 
It never dawned on me to 
look up the calories in the 
orange and grapefruit 
juices. I’m afraid if I don’t 
get this weight off now, I will 
continue putting more and 
more on, so I need your help. 
DEAR READER—As you 
already know, an eight- 
ounce glass of orange juice 
or grapefruit juice is about 
90 calories. Assuming you 
drank six glasses a day, and 
you may have drunk more, 
that would be 540 calories a 
day. In a month, that would 
be about 16,200 calories—or, 
the number of calories found 
in four and-a-half pounds of 
body fat. So, if you only 
gained two pounds a month, 
you may have been doing 
well. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-7, 
Weight Losing Diet, that you 
can use as a guide to your 
weight control program. 
Walk every day as that is a 
big help, and the more you 
can increase your walking, 
the better you will do.
